Physical Education Instructor 
Steve Figler. CSUS head basebali 
coach is pressing charges of assault 
and battery on two men who ac- 
cording to Fighter beat him up on 
campus Monday 

Figler, who suffered a bruised 
chin and a torn eye from the in- 
cident. was thrown to the ground 
and kicked in the chest. arms, 
shoulders, and body, according to 
the police report. He was also 
jabbed in the throat 

The report reveals that Figler 
was in the process of closing the 
gym when a suspect hit him in the 
throat. The suspect had been asked 
to leave the gym along with five 
others who were playing basket- 
ball. After reporting the attack by 
his office phone. he headed for the 
police office. Figler was then 
cornered and jumped again by two 
assailants in a volkswagon 

The incidents occurred between 
3:40 and 3:55 p.m. , 

“It was a stupid thing to happen 
over such a minor incident,” Figler 
said of the assault. “My feeling is 
that they might have been angry 
over something else and | was just 
the object of their frustrations.” 

Figler said that his team was 
holding practice on one end of the 

gym when the men who were sitting 
there at first began piaying three- 
on-three baskethall at the other 
end. 

“At first | paid no attention to 
them.” Figler said, “! should have

said right from the start tor them 
not to play because Monday was a 
holiday and the gym was closed for 
recreation ~ 

Five minutes before practice 
was over Figler told the basketball 
players to leave 

“A couple of them looked at me 
but said nothing,” Figler said. “I 
felt no hostility. I play basketball a 
lot and | know they were just really 
into the game 

“After a few more minutes | 
asked them again and they said ‘a 
couple more baskets’ so I said 
‘okay’.” 

As they began leaving a basket- 
ball thrown by one of the players 
slammed against the wall, ac- 
cording to Figler 


“One of my players said later 
that the ball hit him,” Figler said 

“lL asked them ‘why did you do 
that’ and one guy kept saying over 
and over, ‘don't say nothing’ 

“He passed close and the next 
thing | knew he slammed a forearm 
into my throat,” Figler said. 


Figler said he immediately 
reported the incident to CSUS 
Police Sergeant Jackson from his 
office phone. 

“i didn't think | gave him 
enough information so | ran out 
and got the license plate number. 
While running to the police station 
they spotted me and gunned the 
volkswagon at me. They cornered 
me near the health center. 

“The guy who forearmed me 
tackled me and then the driver 
began kicking and punching me on 
the ground.”

Morris has been an outspoken 
critic of the university ad- 
ministration the past seven vears 
Last tall he and university business 
manager Stan Pretzer were 
criticized for “lack of cooperation”

Wilson told Bond, “asking you if 
there was going to be an executive 
session involving foundation per- 
sonnel.” Bond never answered the: 
letter, she said

Bond then left the meeting and 
reappeared moments later with 
campus police officer Earl Jones at 
his side. Jones escorted Morris and 
several other foundation em 
plovees out of the meeting 

Aiter an hour-long executive 
session. the board reconvened and 
Bond announced a special meeting 
sometime next week to resolve the 


issue 


Ihe reason for the delay. ac- 


ording to Bond. was for “lack of 
specific information regarding the 
pertormance of Mr. Morris.” Bond 
said that members of the trustees’ 
audit team, along with a special 
management team irom 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke’s of- 
tice. would be asked to attend next 
week's special meeting to discuss 
specific allegations regarding Mor- 
ris. Morris then asked if the hear- 
ng would be “on the executive 
director or the pertormance of Mr 
Morris.” Bond said. “No charges 
are being made—the board 1s not 
necessarily contemplating action 
but we may take action.” 

The toundation-administration 
conflict first erupted publicly in 
November 1974 when the State 
Department of Finance conducted 
an audit and found numerous dis- 
crepancies

Student Senate Chair Jim 
Hollenback broke Tuesday with 
ASI President John Giannoni in 
leading a senate debate over the 
controversial “Ritchie 
Amendment.” 

The debate fared when Hollen- 
back introduced a resolution which 
called for the shelving of the “Rit- 
chie Amendment” until more 
definite guidelines are established 
for determining instructional 
ability. Giannoni opposed the 
resolution. 

The “Ritchie Amendment,” to 
be voted on later this month at a 
Fresno meeting of the California 
State College Presidents, is an ef-

Pollution kills sea life 


(CPS) Pollution could kil! 
every living thing in Mediterranean 
except bacteria and viruses unless a 
major international effort is made 
to control wastes, according to 
French oceanographer Jacques 
Cousteau. If pollution continues, 
citizens of Barcelona, Nice, Genoa, 
Naples and the rest of the southern 
European coast might have to 
move miles inland to survive, 
Cousteau said recently at a 
conference at the United Nations 
headquarters 

Serious damage has already 
been done, Cousteau said, claiming 
that coastal areas have been 
depleted of fish in some areas 
Areas of the Mediterranean. once 
seven or eight times more fertile in 
terms of fish catches than the open 
ocean, are now about 15 time: less 
productive, Cousteau said 

The oceanographer said that 
wastes from more than 400 million 
people living in the great arc stret- 
ching from the Urals in Russia to 
central Africa eventually find their 
way into the Mediterranean
